ADMHtAL COONTZ 
IS DEAD IN WEST 


Former Commander Of 
~"Fleet Succumbs After^ 


47 Years Service. 


BREMERTON, Wash., .Jan. 26 


_W)—Unable to fight off the 
latest of a series of heart at- 
tacks, Admiral Robert Edward 
Coontz, 70, retired naval officer 
and former commander of the 
United States fleet, died here 
early today. He was born at Han- 
nibal, Mo. 


On the pension list since 1928, 


Admiral Coontz had been under 
treatment for more than two 
months at the Puget Sound navy 
yard hospital. He had suffered 
three other attacks in that time. 


During his 47 years activity in 


Uncle Sam's navy, he served as 
commandant .of midshipmen at 
Annapolis, governor of Guam, 
commandant of the Puget Sound 
navy yard here and of the fifth 
naval district 


For four years after the World 


war he was chief of operations, 
and his policy of "an American 
navy second to none" was adopt- 
ed by President Harding and 
Secretary Denby. 


He was noted as a fighter. 


Once, when still an ensign, he 
took a patrol of four marines into 
an Alaskan Indian camp and 
captured 125 fully armed Red- 
skins by boldly walking up to 
them, pushing aside the chief/s 
shotgun which had been leveled 
at his stomach and convincing 
them that it was hopeless to op- 
pose the United States navy. 


During an assignment to north 


Pacific waters he married Augus- 
ta Cohen of Sitka, Alaska. Their 
two sons, Benton and Kenneth, 
died, but Mrs. Coontz and a 
daughter. Bertha, survive. 


He was a past commander-in- 


chief of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars.

Hall Saturday issued an in- 
vitation to all and sundry 
bonding companies to step up 
and write his million-dollar 
surety after receipt of a tele- 
gram from the Massachusetts 
Bonding & Insurance Co., 
Boston, releasing him from 
his application made to that 
firm last month. 


In the office of his counsel, 


Peterson & Devoe, Hall at noon 
exhibited photostatic copies of 
the telegram to newspapermen 
and informed them that data re- 
quired by bonding companies on 
applications would be made avail- 
able probably during the day in 
the office of the state insurance 
director. 


In its telegram, the Boston 


firm not only cancelled Hall's 
application at his request, but 
also released those companies 
that had agreed to reinsure the 
big surety and withdrew from all 
participation in the bond. This 
action leaves those companies as- 
sociated with the Boston firm as 
reinsurers free. to write all or 
any part of a bond on Hall. 


Declaration by C. Petrus Peter- 


son, attorney for Hall, that he 
will not sign any application for 
a'bond, -while making available 
to all companies data required by. 
theni before issuing a bond, ap- 
parently leaves it up to bonding 
companies to take the initiative 
and make good on persistent re- 
ports that a bond can be written 
immediately if Hall's application 
to the Boston firm was cancelled. 


Reports Friday afternoon that 


a group of legislators negotiating 
with bond companies had ob- 
tained assurances of subscription 
of all or nearly all of the neces- 
sary $1,000,000 liability were re- 
inforced by a similar statement 
Saturday that Hall's bond "will 
be written Monday." 


Appointment Status Same. 


Peterson reaffirmed his state- 


ment to the house Friday that 
Hall will be in no position to ap- 
ply for a bond until he is ap- 
pointed treasurer by Governor 
Cochran. Statement by the gov- 
ernor indicate that the appoint- 
ment will be forthcoming as soon 
as he receives tangible evidence 
that a satisfactory bond is avail- 
able. 


"Satisfactory" means one writ- 


ten at the present premium rate 
of one-fourth of one per cent, 
the maximum fixed by law. So 
far, no company has been re- 
ported willing to write the bond 
at less than a doubled premium. 
If any company or group of com- 
panies desire to write the bond, 
it must necessarily be done .at 
the present rate, since the bill 
providing for the doubled prem- 
ium is still in a senate commit- 
tee, having passed the house. In 
this case, the bonding companies 
must take their chances on a 
generous legislature passing the 
bill after the bond is written at 
the lower rate.

Lawrence Says Enough Roughage In 
State To Carry Stock Over Winter 


J. 
F. Lawrence, e x t e nslon 


leader in the drouth relief organ- 
ization at the Nebraska agricul- 
tural college, Saturday said there 
is plenty of roughage available in 
the state if properly distributed, 
to bring livestock on hand through 
the remaining months of winter. 
His statement was based on a 
final report of a feed and live- 
stock survey just concluded in 63 
counties. 


"Our figures, which are fairly 


accurate, show there is sufficient 
feed but it is unevenly distrib- 
uted," Lawrence declared. "In the 
northeastern 
section there 
are 


hundreds 
of 
tons 
of ensilage 


which was stored away last fall 
as a result of the conservation 
program. A surplus is noted in 
Thurston, Dakota and 
Cuming 


counties in particular. Eight thou- 
sand tons of silage are also owned 
and available in Otoc county." 


The price level of feed is high 


and 
many farmers 
in drouth 


areas do not feel they can afford 
to pay present prices, Lawrence' 
said. 
As a result, little of 
the 


feed 
is moving and there is a 


heavy resistance to the present 
prices. 


The greatest need now is 
for 


grain 
and hay, the extension 


leader said. However, grain is 
present in the state if not 
con- 


centrated in some areas. Farmers 
replying to the survey said they 
needed 11,545 tons of fodder while 
a surplus of 8,660 tons was noted, 
leaving 
only 
a 
slight 
deficit. 


Lawrence estimated there now is 
15,000,000 bushels o£ feed grain 
on hand in Nebraska.

Talks With Nebraskans 


About Projects In 


This State. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 — (AP) 


—Secretary Ickes 
studied Ne- 


braska's irrigation problem from 
numerous angles Friday with the 
Wyoming-Nebraska conflict over 
water rights in the North Platte 
river involved in the discussions. 


Ickes had little to say about two 


conferences, 
one with Senator 


Burke, Arthur F. Mullen, former 
democratic national committeeman 
from. Nebraska, and 
John P. 


Hogan, consulting engineer 
for 


the Platte valley power and irri- 
gation, district, and the other with 
Senator Norris. 


The interior secretary said the 


Burke party discussed a reclama- 
tion project in Nebraska, but he 
referred them to Elwood Mead, 
commissioner of reclamation, be- 
cause of his greater familiarity 
with such problems. 


Ickes said he went to the office 


of Senator Norris because he ad- 
mired him and wanted to counsel 
with him. 
They discussed a 


variety of matters, including the 
proposed Tri-county project in 
Nebraska.for which Norris is a 
strong advocate. 


Wants Survey Made. 


Senator Burke said he pre- 


viously had written Ickes suggest- 
ing that because of the pending 
litigation between Nebraska and 
Wyoming over •waters of the North 
Platte river, it might be desirable 
to have an adequate survey of the 
situation made. Burke had ex- 
pressed confidence there is plenty 
of water in the North Platte for 
the various interests in Wyoming 
and Nebraska seeking its use for 
irrigation if proper storage facil- 
ities were provided. 


He suggested that since army 


engineers had gone over these pos- 
sibilities, they be commissioned to 
bring the survey of the situation 
up to date and that a $50,000 fund 
be set aside for the purpose. 
It 


was presumed the survey would 
include a study of the proposed 
damming of the river above Key- 
stone to "store the entire river flow 
for Nebraska water users. 


The Nebraska senator said the 


conference was over these possi- 
bilities and resulted 
in Ickes 


agreeing to make arrangements 
for Burke to confer with Mead 
about the matter. Ickes suggested 
that the reclamation service make 
the survey.

CONE BOND BILL 
WEATHERSFIGHT 


BY 63-16 VOTE 


Bailey Claims Most Of 


Hall's Surety Is 


Now Written. 


The Cone state bonding bill 


easily weathered the worst storm 
of its career when the house late 
Friday afternoon advanced the 
measure to third reading, after 
foes of the bill had used their 
heaviest ammunition on it to no 
avail. 


The vote on advancement was 


63 to 16, with seven of the 16 vot- 
ing in the negative, democrats. 
The Lancaster county delegation 
split even, Reed, Comstock and 
Bishop voting to advance and 
Brown, Obbink and Dunn oppos- 
ing it. Explaining his vote, Com- 
stock said he hoped it would 
never be necessary to put the 
measure into use. 


Negotiations Continue. 


Meanwhile, a group of house 


memberstook the lead in negotia- 
tions with bonding companies to 
secure a million-dollar surety on 
State Treasurer Hall, whose in- 
ability to obtain bond was the 
spark that led to introduction of 
the Cone measure. 


Rep. E. Preston Bailey, repub- 


lican, Carleton, announced follow- 
ing the house adjournment at 
4:30 o'clock, that most or all of 
the million dollars had been sub- 
scribed by about nine companies 
and actual writing of the bond 
awaited only verification by New 
York offices of their companies' 
participation. 


Rep. Henry P. Hansen, republi- 


can, North Platte, said the bond 
companies who have agreed to 
subscribe a portion of the bond 
are willing to write it at the pres- 
ent statutory rate of one-fourth 
of one per cent, and take their 
chances on the legislature's pass- 
ing the bill to grant the doubled 
rate. 
Although those handling the 


negotiations were optimistic, it 
appeared improbable that the bond 
would be written before Monday 
or Tuesday at the earliest. The 
bond agreed upon a limited co- 
surety type, legalized this week 
by the legislature. 


Ready Appoint Hall. 


Governor Cochran stands ready, 


he said, to appoint Hall as treas- 
urer to succeed himself imme- 
diately that a suitable bond is 
forthcoming. 


Representative Dunn took the 


leadership of the opposition to 
advancing Cone's state bonding 
bill. The Lancaster county rep- 
resentative branded it as a certain 
costly failure, pointing to the ex- 
perience of South Dakota, which, 
he said, recently abandoned a 
similar plan when it proved too 
costly. 


Dunn said the bill is, in his 


opinion, unconstitutional, chiefly 
because it takes away private 
property without due process of 
law and does not afford equal 
protection of the law. 


Cone Urges Passage. 


In his closing 'argument, Rep- 


resentative Cone urged the house 
to advance his bill, promising that 
he would not call it up for pass- 
age for several days, in which in- 
terval he would welcome any 
suggestions for improving it. 


With Cone's support, several 


minor amendments were made to 
the bill during the afternoon, but 
the house, at Cone's behest, de- 
feated an amendment by Rep. 
Marion Gushing, republican floor 
leader, to strike the section per- 
mitting the bond's fund's adminis- 
trative trustees to reinsure with 
private companies all of any bond 
above $25,000.

to 


the Lincoln market. 


Fred Johnson, an independent 


producer-distributor, 
named the 


association as responsible for a 
surplus on the local market but 
White pointed 
out that several

HERE is nothing incongruous in the prospective 
spectacle to be staged in the United States 


Supreme Court when Former United States Sen- 
ators James A. Reed of Missouri and David A. 
Reed of Pennsylvania march arm in arm against 
the NRA. True, Jim Reed is a lifelong democrat, 
while Dave Reed is a lifelong republican. 
They 


see eye to eye these days. 
The fine scholarly 


sarcasm of the Pennsylvanian is lost by compari- 
son with the biting satire of the Missourian. 


The case, however, which brings them to- 


gether as brothers in arms is of paramount im- 
portance. It will determine the 
government's 


rights to enforce the labor provisions of a code 
against Fred C. Perkins, a storage battery manu- 
facturer of York, Pa 
Perkins was convicted on 


ten counts of violation of his industries' code in 
the federal district court at Harrisburg, and has 
appealed from the sentence imposed upon him by 
the lower court. He operates a small establish- 
ment. Upon conviction, he was fined $1,500 and 
bail fixed at $2,000. He could not pay the fine nor 
furnish the bail, and it was then that friends went 
to his rescue. 


But Perkins will not lack for legal talent. In 


addition to the two Reeds, counted as among the 
ablest constitutional lawyers in America, he will 
have the aid of John W. Davis, a former demo- 
cratic nominee for president; Newton D. Baker, 
a former secretary of war under Woodrow Wilson; 
and Harold B. Baker, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Bar association. The significance of the 
case is not restricted solely to the legal question 
involved. 


One of the various phases of the recovery pro- 


gram upon which the White house has not indi- 
cated its feelings is whether the NRA will be con- 
tinued. Unless new legislation is introduced and 
approved at this session of congress, the NRA 
automatically dies next June. It will take action 
by congress to extend its life. And so far no ink- 
ling has come from President 
Roosevelt as to 


whether he intends to ask for a new lease of life. 
The names appearing as legal counsel in the case 
set forth that the president is confronted with 
serious opposition within his own party. It was 
to be expected that both Jim Reed and John W. 
iDavis, who fought Mr. Roosevelt at the Chicago 
convention, and who gave in only when it became 
apparent that his nomination was certain, would 
appear in the test case. 
They have opposed the 


president consistently all along the line, not only 
'in connection with the NRA, but on other phases 
of the emergency program. They have been con- 
stant critics, and in the case of Reed, most unfair 
and bitter. Baker has occupied a different posi- 
|tion. He is a liberal himself, associated closely 
with Franklin Roosevelt in the Wilson administra- 
tion, and his appearing in the case comes some- 
what as a surprise. 


The battle lines are being drawn more closely 


for the campaign of 1936. Upon no point can the 
conservatives be massed more solidly than in an 
attack upon the NRA. As evidenced by Newton 
Baker's participation, it is an issue- through which 
even a portion of liberal strength may be rallied. 
Until the case is settled, it is doubtful if the presi- 
dent and his advisers will take any future action 
with reference to the NRA. A ruling by the high 
court is most urgent, for it is recognized that if the 
provisions can not be enforced, then the program 
becomes of no value. With arguments scheduled 
within a month, it is probable that the legal fate 
of the NRA will b". determined before the middle 
of March.

As It Affects Nebraska. 


f~|NLY fourteen out of the forty-eight states had 
^ more banks participating in the federal bank- 
ing insurance program, as provided for by legis- 
lation adopted in 1233, than Nebraska. This state 


was fifteenth on the list. The compilations of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance corporation under dale 
of October 1, 1934 show that 380 banks in 
Ne- 


braska are covered by the federal deposit insur- 
ance law, and in these banks, 496,028 out of a 
total of 502,114 accounts are protected fully, 
or 


98.79 per cent. 


The aggregate of insured deposits in the state 


is $159,342,000 which is 57.74 per cent of the total 
deposits. 


The showing is a most satisfactory one.

Grade Crossings. 


1HURSDAY night a motor truck knocked 
the 


caboose of a freight train from the rails at a 


grade crossing near Red Cloud. It was the second 
such accident at that crossing within a few weeks, 
an oil truck having derailed several cars 
there 


in December. 
These things call attention to the 


fact that the president's work relief program calls 
for the elimination of dangerous crossings and that 
the state highway department of Nebraska 
has 


listed sixteen of these among the pi ejects to be 
undertaken when the new appropriation becomes 
available. 


Of course sixteen grade crossings amount to 


only a fraction of one per cent of the number ex- 
isting in Nebraska, but those to be taken care of 
will without doubt be the most hazardous; the 
ones at which the greatest number of accidents 
have occurred. These are known and would have 
been done away with in the course of time, even 
without federal aid. 


Ever since the advent of the automobile the 


railroads have been eliminating these menaces as 
rapidly as possible, but the cost in some instances 
is very great, and progress has been necessarily 
slow. 
Since the inauguration of the federal'aid 


road system great numbers of crossings done away 
with, highways being rerouted where the cost of 
such changes has not been excessive. In this the 
railroads have co-operated, in many cases furnish- 
ing the right of way for the new thoroughfares. 


It is probable that there are few if any grade 


crossings in the state of New York at this time, 
that state, while Alfred E. Smith was governor, 
having voted an immense bond issue for the pur- 
pose of eliminating them. Under the plan adopted 
there the railroads bore half the cost, the state 
one-fourth and the local subdivision one-fourth. 
The state, however, floated all the bonds for 
financing. 
They were thus tax free and carried 


a very low rate of interest. 


In some eastern states where white crosses 


mark the scene of every fatal automobile accident, 
some rail crossings have flocks of these markers 
on either side.

The Norris Reservation. 


rpHOSE who have talked with Senator George 
•"• W. Norris of Nebraska in recent months will 
appreciate that the difference of opinion between 
him and President Roosevelt over the World court 
issue must have been painful to the Nebraskan. 
Senator Norris has a very genuine affection for the 
president, and has gone to unusual lengths to dem- 
onstrate it 
A few months ago, he took the floor 


to defend Mr. Roosevelt against attack by members 
of the president's own party. 


It is an indication of the deep conviction which 


Senator Norris has on the World court issue that 
revealed itself in the debate in the senate last 
Friday. The reservation proposed by the Ne- 
braskan as a condition to American adherence to 
the World court was that a two-thirds vote of the 
senate was necessary before the United 
States 


could submit "any question to the tribunal for de- 
cision. The White House objected to it on the 
ground that it interfered with the executive's right 
in connection with conducting the nation's foreign 
affairs. 


In support of his position, Senator Norris can 


point to the constitutional provision defining the 
powers of the executive, which reads: Article 11, 
Section 2: "He shall have power by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate to make treaties, 
provided two-thirds of the senators present con- 
cur." 


Senator Norris made it plain that in present- 


ing his reservation, he did not desire it to be in- 
terpreted as a hostile move to Mr. Roosevelt. 
"This is not an affront to any man," he said. "It 
is a safeguard against any ill-considered 
action 


on the part of any man who may become presi- 
dent President Roosevelt is not going to be presi- 
dent forever." As a believer in the court, in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and as one who believes the 
United States should ally itself with the World 
court, we are inclined to think Senator Norris has 
expressed the sentiment of Nebraska in the reserv- 
ation he proposes.

wild pistol assault by a crazed 
and paralysis-crippled university 
graduate and his mother upon 
Illinois relief workers today had 
left four persons dead and two 
wounded. 


Enraged because he and his 


mother had been removed from 
relief rolls, Henry W. Arden, 27, 
graduate of the University of 
Chicago and his mother, Mrs. 
Huth 
Arden, 
54—armed 
with 


mail order pistols—began their 
mad attack late yesterday after- 
noon and did not finish until 
they had slain two relief workers 
and themselves. 


The relief workers killed were: 
Miss Alice M. Irwin, 27-year- 


old graduate of the University of 
Pittsburgh. 


Miss Caroline Wallace, 45-year- 


old relief supervisor. 


One Killed in Flat. 


Miss Irwin was killed in the 


Ardens' 
two-room flat on 
the 


north side when she went there 
to talk with the Ardens about re- 
lief, but her body was not found 
until after the enraged pair had 
created a panic by shooting up 
a crowded relief station. She was 
shot through the head, chest, ab- 
domen and both arms. 


After 
Miss Irwin had 
been 


killed, the mother and son. who 
once taught Spanish at North Da- 
kota agricultural college, walked 
into the relief station to finish 
their mad scheme for revenge 
against the Illinois emergency re- 
lief pommission. 


Arden, a brilliant student who 


in his youth was regarded as an 
infant prodigy, and his mother 
began firing almost at the same 
time into the room of nearly 50 
employes. 


Miss Wallace was killed, and 


Niels Nielsen, 47. vocational di- 
rector, and Miss Hazel Dugan, 35, 
head stenographer, were wounded. 
Nielsen was shot five times and 
Miss Dugan once.

probably could fare no better at 
a mile and a quarter

Ran Creditable Race.
